COKE BACK HOME 
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John Thoni and Emil Speihs 
left New York oo July 8th. with 
the intention of spending several 
months in Europe, bat on the 1st 
of August we were in Zurich, 
Switzerland, and the war broke 
oat, bo nil the Swiss soldiers had 
to go on the border between 
France, Germany and Switzer- 
land, and at times we could see 
them march by, while there was 
a heavy rain fall lasting severa' 
hours, but the Swiss soldiers did 
not seem to mind it and all ap- 
peared to be in the bettt of spirits, 
so on August the 5th, we went to 
see the American Consul at Zu- 
rich to see if we could get some 
passports, for I did not have my 
American papers, so he fixed ns 
up with several hundred more 
Americans and I felt greatly re- 
lieved, so we found out there 
were some steamers sailing from 
Geneva Italy, and thought we 
would try th*t route, hut before 
going far we fduud out passage 
on steamers coBt from #500 up, 
and we knew that we could not 
do business with them, so after 
waiting in Zurich about 15 days 
the French and Swiss government 
arranged? for a special train con- 
BiBtiug of 2 engines and eighteen 
coaches and 800 passeugers which 
took us via. Geueva, Lyon and 
Paris and from there to Harve, 
France, where we boarded the 
French steamer Rochambeau and 
sailed on same Aug. 30, for New 
York, under the American flig, 
this was steerage passage and 
there were 8 00 of ua Americans 
down in the hole and the other 
300 that came on the special 
tram went to Liverpool, England. 
While wo were at Rouen, France, 
letting some of the soldier traius 
pass, we could Bee the wounded 
soldiers iu through the windows, 
some had their hands and arms 
Bitot off, and thiuk, they were 
taking them to Paris, France, for 
medical attention. We also saw 
there at Roneu, France, muster 
ing iu young boys appearing to 
be between the ages of 17 and 20 
yearB old. We were also talkiug 
to some of the English soldiers 



at Ronen and they told us in 8 
months the war would be over, 
and when we arrived at the sea 
coast, Harve, France, we saw 
many thousands of English sol- 
diers that had just come from 
England. Ou the night of the 
7th of September we arrived in 
New York, and when 1 saw the 
bountiful statue of liberty on the 
little island in New York Bay, I 
thought it was the grandest of 
things seen oo the entire trip, 
and did not fail to salute. So we 
all felt grateful to the Swiss and 
French government and our offi- 
cials in Washington for the assih- 
tance rendered, but promised 
them we would never give them 
any more trouble in Europe, as 
America was good enough for us. 
I was talking to a good many on 
oar steamer that were given fin- 
ancial aid by the American con- 
sul at Zurich and all tul 1 me they 
all received what they needed. 
So after traveling through Eu- 
rope and seeing many; different 
nilroad systems think the H. D, 
hthe best of them all.

The fact that a wave of pros- 
perity seems to Be ahead of us is 
no reason why the oousumiug 
public should calmly submit to 
being gouged io the matter of 
its foodstuffs.

But 
let this de better realized, that 
more teacherB and more time for 
lndwidual atteutiou would do far 
more fur the boy* and girls than 
the handsomest brick, grauite or 
marble.

MAY PUT BAN ON TOBACCO 



Virginia Dryi Threaten to Follow Liquor 
Legislation With Anti-Tobacco 
Laws. 



Ml).; 



Richmond, Va., Sept. 14 -The 
campaigns for and against state- 
wide prohibition In Virginia are as- 
suming an Importance that they 
have taken out in few other states, 
exoept, perhaps. California, whiob 
sees in stats-wide prohibition the 
destruction of its Immense grape- 
growing Industry. In Virginia It Is 
the tobacco Industry that is men- 
aced, for the prohibitionists have, 
in that state, deolared their hostili- 
ty for tobacco also. 

They threaten If they succeed in 
In passing tbe prohibitory liquor 
laws at tbe coming eleotion, they 
will at once Degin a campaign for 
the regulation or suppression of to- 
bacco. That this is not an idle 
dream nor "an invention of the 
enemy" Is manifest by the fact that 
the Virginian, the most powerful 
aud Influential "dry" newspaper in 
the state, justifies tbe hostility of 
tbe state-wide problbtlonlsts to to- 
bacco and says in substance that 
tbe sale of tobacco must be regulat- 
ed because the weed n offenilve to 
tome people. In the opinion of the 
Virginian such regulation is neces- 
sary "to protect persons who do not 
like beer from tbote who do." Thus 
Virginia may become not only dry 
but smokeless. Naturally the to- 
bacco growers snd those dependent 
upou tbe industry are np iu arms 
against their new danger while a 
lew of the prohibitionists say that 
their fellow rerormtis are going a 
bit too fast and may spoil every 
thing.
